Wo?)^ 
says that the consolidation of the tele- 
graph companies is but preliminary," aLs 
it appeal^, to the rapid and systematic 
ilovoloj>mont, under the general man- 
agement of General Eckert, of a grand 
telegraphic network cctonding round 
the world and having its center not at 
London, but at New York. W^dlc 
Piold.haa .been talking. about it,: the 
Englishman, Bender^ has been ailding 
wire to form his world-girdle of inter- 
national telegraph, the basis of which 
was to bo complete subordination of 
the whole cable service of the' world to 
the cable consolidation effected by ~Mr. 
Bender in London on the 1 Uh Decem- 
ber last. The Worlil auUounccd that 
.tlitf firat^htepitoKard hreajcing the con'- 
tinuity of Bender's grand cpsiiiopolitan 
■coil, had been taken by tlin American 
Union Telegrajih Co. on bolialf of which 
.lav (.lould had ordered from Measr.s. 
Siemens ik Co. tw.o ,new cables of the 
first cla8s''tb bo^ligijdvttt the' earlicsfpbs- 
sible niomont from tlie const of Enj;- 
Innd to the coast of Newfoundland. 
There was filed at Albany, Wednesday, 
a certificate of a.ssociation by the 
America'n Telegraph Co. This compa- 
ny is orgaiiized for the imrposc of con- 
structing, "puQjhaaipg-.jor otherwise 
acquiring a land and submarine , line 
or lines of electric telegraph. The- 
capital stock of tlie company will bo 
$20,000,000, with ])o\vcr to increase 
tlie same to such amount as may be 
necessary to build lines of telegraph 
and cable contemplated by tho compa- 
ny under cpn8(>lidatibn of the three 
telegraph companies. The American 
Telegraph and ,Cable Co., operating 
with tho new organization, will at once 
proceed not only to increase existing 
cable facilities between this country 
anipl^Eii^p^ And; to extend • southward 
tijo cable which now cbiiineots this 
country with Cuba, so as to securo for 
the great coffee trade of the United 
States direct totegraphic communi- 
cation with Brazil, but also to 
lay cables under the,. Pacific from 
yan Francisco to Honolulu. From 
Honolulu one cable will be laiil under 
tho North Pacific^to Japan, connecting 
there with a cable from Itala to Shang- 
hai, in Ciunn, and another uiuha- the 
South Pacific by way of EUices Island 
tho Friendly Isles to New Ciilodonia 
and thence to Bri.sbane, in Australia, 
where it will connect with the Austrs.- 
lian and Now Zealand cable system in 
afibth'er ttifootibn. It is not the inten- 
tion of the company to adopt the idea 
of Eviirts of asking for a government 
■gnamntoe on these Pacific lines, as it is 
well ascertained that if these cables are 
conducted on sound principles and 
managed with judgment and economy 
thoy cannotfailtoberomunorative. 'Should 
tho government desire it, however, con- 
nection may bo made from Vancouver Is- 
land by the way of Alaska with I'ctropolaaki 
and thence with North Japan, and for 
such connection it would seem to bo prop- 
er and fair that tho govornmonts of Itus- 
sin and.ifapnn, os.'^ell as , tho United 
States, 'ishould assume a reasonable pecu- 
niary responsibility, aince. excepting in 
connection with tlio whaling interests, 
which now suffei'a greatly from remoteness 
imd inaeoessibiKty of tho sens in wliich it 
is 80 largely prosecuted, no very profitable 
business is likely to bo developed, on that 
part of this world-wide cable for some 
years certainly to como. Under the new 
arrangements our telegraphic and cable 
communication with tho west coast of 
Mexico, with Central America and with 
South AmoTica, pan bo pushed forward 
with .great rapidity,
